from the 1921-23 biennium . 
A ppropriations of the 1921 legisla­

there will lie a net total appropriation 
liability of 
$61,006,000 and to

this, he said today, the auditor g ener­

006,000, he declared, should be made 
w ithin the com ing tw’o y ears in order 
th a t the S tate m ay g et back upon a 
cash basis.
